Three  members  of  Utah**  congressional  de¬ 
legation  presented  President  Reagan  with  a  let¬ 
ter  from  the  Citizens  Coalition  to  Save  Genera 
and  American  Jobs. 

The  letter,  delivered  Tuesday,  asked  Reagan 
to  “take  strong  action  to  foster  the  strength  and 
growth  of  industry  in  Utah  and  across  the 
country." 

Rep.  Howard  Nielson.  Sea.  Jake  Gam  ard 
Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  all  R-Utah.  were  among  15 
representative*  and  six  senators  invited  to  meet 
with  Reagan.  The  legislators  presented  letter* 
and  petition*  from  «upporter*  of  the  U.S.  Steel 
industry. 

The  coalition  sent  the  letterin  hopes  the  prwi- 
dent  will  rule  favorably  on  the  International 
Trade  Commission'*  recommendations.  Reagan, 
making  no  commitments  to  proponent*  of  the 
recommendation*,  will  decide  on  the  ruling  be¬ 
fore  Sept.  24,  according  to  Nielson. 

The  ITC  proposed  a  quota  on  imported  steel 
and  a  tariff  on  semi-finished  steel.  The  commis¬ 
sion  found  that  steel  imports  create  a  "serious 
Injury  for  products  constituting  over  70  percent 
of  the  production  of  the  (U.S.)  steel  industry." 
according  to  a  letter  by  Sen.  Hatch. 

However,  Gam  told  the  president  more  than 
the  ITC  proposals  were  needed.  Bill  Hendricks, 
press  secretary  for  the  senator,  said  Gam  was 
firm  with  Reagan.  He  said  the  tariff  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  ITC  would  not  protect  Geneva's 
semi -finished  steel — a  major  portion  of  Geneva's 
industry. 


Hendricks  said  a  consortium  made  up  of  a 
Japanese,  a  Brazilian  and  an  Italian  steel  manu¬ 
facturer  will  be  dumping  unfinished  steel  into  the 
former  Kaiser  Steel  Mill  in  Fontana,  Calif.  The 
newly  re-opened  mill  will  finish  the  foreign  steel 
thereby  threatening  Geneva's  western  steel 
market. 

The  coalition  said  Geneva  will  compete  with 
the  new  California  steel  if  they  are  given  the 
chance  to  modernize.  The  Geneva  group  said  the 
recommendations  will  allow  them  the  time  and 
money  to  Invest  in  modernization. 

The  coalition  told  Reagan  his  ruling  on  cocper 
hurt  Utah’s  industry  and  economy.  “We  don't 
want  that  to  happen  again  when  he  rules  on 
steel."  »hc  group  said. 

Unlike  Giro  and  Nielson.  Rep.  James  Hansen 
is  reluctant  to  support  the  ITC  finding  and  the 
Fair  Trade  in  Steel  Act.  Ted  Stewart,  adminis¬ 
trative  assiitant  for  Hansen,  said  Hansen  ha* 
serious  questions  about  the  bill  that  have  not 
been  answered. 

“When  questions  are  answered  we  will  decide 
whether  to  support  or  oppose  the  bUl,"  Stewart 
said. 

Hansen  argue*  U.S.  Steel  may  not  have  plans 
to  modernize  Geneva.  He  sad  representatives  of 
U.S.  Steel  have  not  supplied  him  with  informa¬ 
tion  regard  ng  a  modernization  plan. 

Hansen  also  fears  the  bill  will  result  in  a  trade 
war  that  may  hurt  other  economic  groups.  He 
said  farmers  may  be  injured  if  there!*  a  protec¬ 
tionist  order  on  steel. 

Hansen  will  be  meeting  with  members  of  the 
Geneva  coalition  to  discuss  some  of  his  questnu*. 
Hansen  is  the  only  Utah  congressman  who  has 
not  signed  on  the  bill.

IRNA,  moni¬ 
tored  in  Beirut,  said  the  armed  sky  pirate*  tried  to 
hijack  the  airliner  on  a  domestic  flight  from  the

The  reported  hijacking  attempt  came  two  days 
after  Iraq,  which  has  been  at  war  with  Iran  for 
nearly  four  years,  said  it  will  give  asylum  to  all 
Iranian  hijackers  and  will  keep  the  hijacked  air¬ 
craft. 

Iran  has  obtained  three  Iranian  aircraft  in  the 
past  three  weeks  from  hijackers  and  defectors 
opposed  to  the  Islamic  rule  of  Iranian  leader 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini  and  seeking  political 
asylum  in  Iraq. 

In  the  latest  hijack,  two  Iranians  seized  an  Iran 
Air  Boeing  727  last  Saturday  with  123  people 
aboard  and  forced  it  to  land  in  Iran  after  stop*  in 
Bahrain  and  Egypt.  where  52  people  escaped. 

I  ran  has  launched  a  diplomatic  campaign  to  force 
Iraq  to  return  the  passengers,  aircraft  and  hijack¬ 
er*.  with  the  International  Committee  for  the  Red 
Cross  in  Baghdad  negotiating  for  their  return.

Nuclear  waste  point  of  debate  Democrats  add 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  -  Gubernatorial 
candidates  Norman  Bangerter  and  Wayne  Owens 
reiterated  in  another  of  their  more  than  a  dozen 
scheduled  debates  that  the  biggest  difference  be¬ 
tween  them  is  the  nuclear  waste  dump  issue. 

The  two  candidates  expressed  their  views 
Wednesday  in  a  joint  breakfast  meeting  with  the 
Salt  Lake  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Bangerter,  the  Republican  candidate,  said  he 
would  never  allow  a  nuclear  waste  repository  in 
southeastern  Utah  unless  he  was  sure  it  was  abso¬ 
lutely  safe.  But  he  said  it  would  be  premature  to  say 
under  no  circumstances  would  he  allow  it  before 
test*  have  been  conducted  to  determine  its  safety 
and  viability. 

But  Owens,  the  Democrat,  said  the  heads  of  all 
six  states  being  considered  by  the  Energy  Depart¬ 
ment  for  a  possible  nuclear  waste  repository  loca¬ 
tion  have  adamantly  opposed  any  moves  to  place 
the  dump  in  their  jurisdiction*. 

“If  we  allow  itudies  and  site  preparations  at  the 


proposed  site  in  Utah,  we  would  be  self-selecting 
ourselves  as  the  state  that  gets  the  waste  dump." 
he  said.  “We  should  stand  ud  now.  ami  let  it  be 
known  that  we  will  fight  having  it  in  Utah  every 
inch  of  the  way." 

The  Energy  Department  is  considering  nine  sites 
in  six  states  as  a  possible  location  for  a  high-level 
nuclear  Waite  storage  facility.  Two  of  the  sites  are 
in  southeastern  Utah,  near  Canyonlands  National 
Park. 

Gov.  Scott  Matheson  says  he  is  opposed  to  put¬ 
ting  the  nuclear  wa»te  dump  In  Utah  under  any 
circumstances,  and  Owens  wrote  a  letter  to  the 
Energy  Department  declaring  his  unwavering 
opposition.  Bangerter  refused  to  havc  his  signature 
included  in  the  letter. 

The  two  candidates  are  similar  on  other  issues, 
with  both  strewing  improvements  in  the  education 
system  and  a  push  to  create  more  Jobs  In  Utah  as 
their  top  priorities. 

But  Bangerter  said  Utahns  must  face  the  fact

To  find  scholarships 
just  do  some  asking 
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Y  police  promotes  4

There  are  literally  hundred*  of  scholarships 
available  to  BYU  students,  if  they  only  knew  about 
them  and  how  to  applv  for  them. 

A  meeting  for  students  interested  in  learning 
about  available  scholarships  is  scheduled  Monday 
from  l  JO  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  in  321  ELWC. 

The  most  prestigious  awards,  and  those  prob¬ 
ably  best  known  to  students,  are  the  Rhodes.  Mar¬ 
shall  and  Truman  scholarships,  the  Fulbright 
grants,  and  the  Mellon  fellowships,"  said  LeRoy 
Gunnell,  administrative  assistant  for  the  BYU 
Honors  Pro  cram. 

"But  there  are  rr-iny  more  lesser  known  ones 
available  as  well.  Student*  only  need  to  contart  the 
Honor*  OfTVe  in  167  HGB  for  information  on  how  to 
apply,"  Gunnell  said. 

At  the  Mcnday  meeting,  faculty  representative* 
will  discuss  the  awards  and  answer  question*,  and 
students  who  have  gone  through  the  application 
process  will  tell  of  their  experiences.  Literature  on 
the  awards  will  also  be  available. 

The  number  of  students  applying  for  the  awards 
is  relatively  low.  according  to  Tltomas  H.  Brown, 
associate  dean  of  the  Honors  Program.  Brown  said 
faculty  members  need  to  'look  for  nnghl  stivicnl* 
and  encourage  them  to  apply  for  the  awardi. 

“Many  students  feel  they  are  not  qualified  to 
receive  such  a  scholarship,"  Brown  said.  “1  myself, 
a*  a  student,  had  no  notion  they  were  available. 

'  One  day  a  pre'essor  took  me  aside  and  said  he 
thought  I  had  tlrt  potential  to  receive  one.  He  en¬ 


couraged  me  and  told  me  how  to  apply,  i  followed 
hi*  counsel  and  was  awarded  a  teaching  aasia- 
lantship." 

Information  on  the  award*  needs  to  be  made 
more  available  to  the  gtnend  student  population, 
Gunnell  said.  Many  scholarships  go  unfilled  simply 
because  no  one  knows  about  them. 

"Many  of  our  student*  would  qualify  for  them  if 
only  they  knew  they  were  available,  h*  said. 

J.  Keith  Melville,  a  political  science  professor,  is 
the  faculty  adviser  for  the  Truman  Scholarship 
program,  lie  said  BYU  itudents  always  do  well  in 
the  competition. 

"But  wmetimes  we  almost  have  to  go  bercing  to 
find  students  and  get  them  to  apply."  he  said.  Mel¬ 
ville  said  some  professors  recruit  student*  from 
their  classes. 

Many  of  these  schoUrship*  sre  not  given  by 
BYU.  They  are  offered  by  foundations,  corpora¬ 
tion*  ard  the  government,  and  usually  come  in 
three  form*  —  cash  grants,  society  (fellowship*.  and 
teaching  and  research  audstantsnips  at  other  uni¬ 
versities. 

Different  awards  usually  have  different  applica¬ 
tion  requirements.  The  Truman  scholar. hip*,  for 
example,  require  a  desire  by  the  students  for  a 
career  in  public  service,  a  sophomore  standing  in 
school  ano  «  V»PA  of  3.0  or  better. 

Fulbright  grants,  on  the  other  hand,  involve 
studying  abroad,  and  each  country  or  position  has 
different  requirements. 

"Receiving  an  award  of  this  type  can  change  the 
whole  course  of  their  education,  even  of  their 
lives,"  Gunnell  said.

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Reorganizing  schools 
may  cause  problems 


School  dial  net  reorganisation  could 
create  new  problems  in  the  education 
system  while  attempting  to  solve  ex¬ 
isting  ones,  sccording  to  a  new  report 
by  the  Utah  Foundation. 

Supporters  of  large  school  districts 
claim  an  increase  in  size  through  reor¬ 
ganization  would  eliminate  co*t*  in¬ 
curred  by  small  districts. 

Opponent*  to  reorganization  say 
the  claimed  advantages  of  larger 
school  district*  are  exaggerated,  anti 
the  existing  problems  of  school  dis¬ 
trict*  would  increase  with  consolida¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  Anthony  Mitchell,  superinten¬ 
dent  of  school*  for  Park  City,  said 
there  is  no  information  that  show* 
reorganization  of  the  school  districts 
would  improve  the  existing  situation 

“It  is  a  solution  f  the  I9fl>»."  said 
Mitchell.  "Size  Ls  nol  the  l**ue.  You 
can  create  good,  excellent  school  dis¬ 
trict*  despite  size." 

Kim  Bumingham,  Bountiful  High 
School  teacher  and  community  school 
director,  sari  finances  are  the  main 
problem.  “Whenever  you  duplicate 
administration  (with  smaller  school 
districts),  you  duplicate  costa,"  he 
said. 

Combining  small  districts  will  eli¬ 
minate  extra  personnel  at  the  local 
level  and  reduce  vhool  building  usage 
to  save  money,  according  lo  Bum¬ 
ingham. 


By  eliminating  boundary  ’.In?*, 
Bumingham  said.  There  will  be  bet¬ 
ter  arrangements  with  the  build¬ 
ings.

During  the  last  legislative  session, 
Bumingnam  tried  to  sponsor  a  bill  for 
reorginizing  school  diitricts  that  was 
defeated  in  the  Utah  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives.  The  bill  would  have  com¬ 
bined  small  districts  aad  allowed  only 
one  district  in  every  county,  except 
for  extremely  Urge  counties.

A  semester  in  Jerusalem  is  one  of  the  programs 
offered  by  Travel  Study  during  the  fall  and  wir.tcr, 
Rockwood  said.  During  the  summer,  there  is  also 
an  8V'r  week  health  service*  internship  in  which 
students  work  with  doctor*,  nurses  and  olher 
medical  professionals. 

Also  during  the  summer.  Travel  Study  offer* 
The  Summer  Bible  Lands  for  Young  Adult*." 
Rockwood  said.  In  spring,  there  is  a  program  of 
scripture  study  for  adults.  This  program  lasts 
seven  weeks,  and  its  student*  reside  in  Jerusalem. 

Tours  of  Europe  are  offered  during  the  summer. 
In  October  there  will  be  a  Siuth  Pacific  temples 
tour.  A  cruise  called  “China  with  the  Yangtze  Riv¬ 
er."  will  also  depart  in  October. 

An  inland  waterways  tour  will  start  in  Savannah.

The  nation'*  buiineM  firms  will  hire  more  cm- 

See*  In  196I'b  fourth  quarter  lhan  last  year  but 
Tall  below  the  rates  of  the  past  three  quarters. 
According  to  an  employment  outlook  survey  by 
Manpower,  Inc.  conducted  as  a  service  to  cus¬ 
tomers,  26  percent  of  the  1 1,700  firms  Interdewed 
by  telephone  plan  to  hire  more  people  In  the  upcom¬ 
ing  quarter.  Only  8  percent  of  the  firms  plan  to  cut 
their  work  force,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded 
In  the  fourth  quarter  in  nine  years.

Alpine  board 
enacts  policy 
to  bolster 
discipline 

The  A  bine  Board  of  Education  passed  a  new 
discipline  policy,  approved  members  of  the 
newly  formed  Alpine  Foundation  and  discus¬ 
sed  the  enrollment  shortage  at  a  meeting  in 
Americas  Fork  Tuesday. 

The  new  discipline  policy  includes  four 
areas.  The  first  area  involves  the  hope  that  the 
school  will  be  able  to  teach  the  student  re¬ 
sponsible  habits.  Through  the  years,  students 
should  learn  respect  for  others  and  the  steps 
involved  in  making  decisions  wisely,  according 
to  the  plm  adopted  by  the  district. 

The  second  area  states  that  enrollment  is  a 
privilege  that  should  not  be  taken  for  granted 
by  the  students. 

Because  the  second  area  could  possibly  be 
Ignored  by  the  students,  a  third  area  is  the 
school’s  responsibility  to  teach  the  students 
self-discipline.  Within  this  area,  four  step* 
have  been  outlined. 

The  first  step  states  that  teachers  must  plan 
their  own  strategies  to  handle  tniancv  in  the 
classrooms.  If  other  methods  fall,  corporal 
punishment  is  the  next  step  ami  U  to  be  admi¬ 
nistered  only  by  the  principal,  with  a  witness 
present. 

Suspension  for  the  student,  from  a  few  hours 
to  a  few  days,  is  the  next  «tfp  to  disciplining 
the  individual.  U 

The  fourth  and  final  step,  used  only  when  all 
other  steps  have  been  taken,  is  to  expel  the 
student  from  school. 

The  fourth  area  of  the  discipline  policy  states 
that  each  school  must  incorporate  its  own 
method  cf  discipline,  using  the  above  out  lint-  as 
a  basic  guideline. 

In  the  meeting  Tuesday’  night,  the  Hoard  of 
Education  also  approved  the  members  who  will 
be  on  the  newly  formed  Alpine  Foundation. 
This  council  will  raise  funds  tor  the  school  dis¬ 
trict  and  aid  the  schools  in  other  area*. 

During  the  meeting.  Dr.  Clark  Cox.  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Alpine  School  District.  rrjtorted 
on  the  enrollment  for  the  new  fall  year. 
Although  the  schools  have  more  Mud.nt*  this 
year  than  last,  the  number  of  students  enrolled 
U  still  200  below  th*-  estimated  enrollment. 

The  projection  figure  for  the  high  schools 
estimated  223  more  students  than  actually  reg¬ 
istered.  while  the  estimate  for  the  elementary 
schools  was  low  by  23  students,  making  a  shor¬ 
tage  of  3W  students.  This  shortage  causes  the 
budget  to  decrease  by  5225.000. 


Pageant  allows 
Miss  Ohio  entry 


ATLANTIC  CITY.  NJ.  (UPD  — 
Mis*  America  Pageant  officials  re¬ 
fused  Tuesday  to  disqualify  Melissa 
Bradley.  Miss  Ohio,  who  once  pleaded 
no  contest  to  shoplifting  charges 
which  ultimately  were  dismissed. 

In  refusing  to  force  Bradley's  with- 
drawal.  the  official*  moved  to  prevent 
n  second  scandal  from  rocking  the  na¬ 
tion’s  most  prestigious  beauty  contest 
in  two  months. 

Bradley  was  accused  of  shoplifting 
in  1982  and  entered  a  idea  of  no  con¬ 
test  —  meaning  she  did  not  present  a 
defense  in  court,  but  did  not  admit 
guilt. 

A  municipal  judge  in  Ohio  said 
Bradley  was  placed  on  a  90-day  -di¬ 
version”  program  Dec.  15. 1982,  afier 
she  pleaded  no  contest  to  the  charges 
she  stole  clothing  from  a  dciartment 
store.  The  charge*  were  dismissed. 
t«rca vise  there  was  no  repeat  offense 
within  the  90-day  period. 

Citing  a  rule  that  mandates  dismis¬ 
sal  in  the  event  of  a  felony  conviction, 
pageant  officials  called  the  charge 
minor  ami  said  Bradley  would  be 
allowed  to  compete  in  this  week’s 
pageant. 

“I  am  telling  you  .  .  .  that  this 
young  lady  will  be  permitted  to  com¬ 
pete.”  pageant  Chairman  Albert 
Marks  Jr.  told  a  news  conference^*!, 
fHronc.  rcfu*4*  to  go  on  a  wild!  Rob) 
when  then*  are  no  witches.” 

The  pageant’s  lawyer.  Leonard 
Horn,  said  the  no-contest  plea,  en¬ 
tered  in  Man*field  Municipal  Court  on 
Dec.  15,  1982,  was  a  "technical 
charge"  ami  she  wax  “improperly  ac¬ 
cused  of  petty  theft  in  a  small  town  in 
Ohio." 

Court  Administrator  Thomas  Glas¬ 
gow  said  she  was  charged  by  F&R 


Lazarus  Co.  with  two  counts  of  petty 
theft  on  Nov.  6.  1982. 

"Normally,  all  first  offenders  re¬ 
ceive  a  diversionary  probation,  which 
means  if  there  Is  no  re|>cat  offense 
within  a  specified  period  of  time,  the 
case  is  Dismissed  and  held  for 
naught  ."Glasgow  said.  The  case  was 
dismissed  in  March  1983. 

Judge  Ralph  Johns,  who  know* 
Bradley’*  parents,  said  he  called  her 
lawyer  before  the  1983  Miss  Ohio 
pageant,  when  Bradley  finished 
second,  ami  urged  her  to  withdraw. 

"She  Mid  she  can  handle  anything 
that  comes  up  in  life,  so  I  guess  that's 
her  problem,  Johns  said.  ”1  w  as  sure 
it  was  bound  to  come  up.  Why  she  did 
it  bents  me.” 

Horn  raid  Bradley  pleaded  no  con 
test  because  her  father  was  about  to 
undergo  triple-bypass  heart  surgery. 

“I  don’t  think  it  would  rise  to  the 
occasion  that  wc  would  take  tho  dras¬ 
tic  action  of  disqualifying  her.  even  if 
what  the  judge  said  was  true.”  he 
said. 

Two  months  ago.  Miss  America 
1981,  Vanessa  Williams,  gave  up  her 
crown  after  it  was  disclosed  that  she 
posed  for  sexually  explicit  photo¬ 
graphs.  The  pictures,  published  by 
Penthouse  magazine,  were  taken  be¬ 
fore  she  entered  the  pageant.

.  According  to  Magleby,  "There  are  some  people  in  the  church  who 
believe  (Republicanism  and  Mormonism)  should  be  married.'' 

But  a  letter  released  to  LDS  church  lead.™  in  March  by  the  First 
Presidency  outlining  the  church's  lack  of  political  a/fliation  leaves  little 
doubt  that  members  should  make  individual  decisions  concerning 
tihich  party  to  vote  for. 

In  part,  the  letter  reads:  "Once  again,  in  an  election  year,  we 
emphasize  the  previous  stated  policy  of  the  church  of  strict  political 
neutrality,  and  of  not  endorsing  political  candidates  or  parties  In 
election* . . . 

The  letter  Roes  on  to  encourage  members  to  look  carefolly  at  the 
issues  and  candidates  before  voting,  and  to  choose  those  candidates 
they  feel  “will  most  nearly  carry  out  his  views  of  government  and  its 

role." 

,  The  Daily  Universe  agree*  with  this  recommendation  and  urges 
Bombers  of  the  community  to  investigate  with  an  open  mind  the 
position*  of  both  major  parties,  remembering  Utah’s  need  for  a  politic¬ 
al  system  which  represent*  those  in  the  minority  as  well  a*  those  in  the 

majority.

The  Colts  (Balt- 
iraore,  not  Indianapolis.  this  was 
when  the  Colts  were  winning)  are 
looking  awfUl  goodthls  rear.  I  even 
supported  BYU  when  I  went  to  the 
other  university  to  the  north  of  us.  1 
am  willing  to  wait  in  Hne  for  two 
weeks  in  the  middle  of  winter  to  get 
season  tickets  to  BYU  football  or  bas¬ 
ketball.  but  is  It  necessary? 

BYU  is  becoming  a  top-flite  sports 
institution.  Of  course  we  need  to 
thank  the  alumni  of  this  great  uni¬ 
versity  for  donating  the  big  money, 
but  who  else  is  donating  their  hard 
earned  money  to  this  university?  Ye', 
you  guessed  it,  the  students.  Du  why 
IS  it  so  hard  to  get  tickets  to  see  our 
team  at  ouruniversity.  By  the  way.  it 
to  our  team  Isn't  it? 

Now  then,  if  it  Is  our  team  (and  it 
certainly  should  be)  then  something 
needs  to  be  done  in  order  to  better 
satisfy  the  student  body.  1  would  like 
to  suggest  a  way  to  start  anew.  Under 
isy  proposed  solution  the  students 
and  the  alumni  will  both  be  satisfied. 

Let  us  return  to  Friday  morning. 
Sept.  7  at  3  a.m..  As  I  sat  upon  the 
steps  at  the  Marriott  Center  I 
thought  there  must  be  a  better  way. 

1  •Hired,  my  thoughts  went  back  to 
registration  and  how  relatively  easy 
it  is  each  year.  So  why  not  request 
fcotball  tickets  in  advance  the  same 
way  we  request  classes?  It’s  fist, 
easy  and  efficient. 

The  student  would  simply  need  to 
fill  in  a  season-ticket  form  that  would 
be  mailed  to  him  along  with  other 
school  ii .formation.  Upon  receiving 
the  completed  form,  the  ticket  office 
employees  would  type  the  names  of 
all  applicants  into  a  computer.  The 
computer  would  then  randomly  affix  a 
number  to  each  name  on  a  computer 
printout.  The  printout  would  then  be 
posted  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  and/or 


Library.  A  student  would  then,  dur¬ 
ing  a  break  in  classes  or  studies,  find 
his  or  her  name  and  number  on  the 
printout  sheet. 

The  student  then  would  have  one 
week  after  the  printout  was  posted  to 
go  to  the  Marriott  Center  show  an 
activity  card  (with  current  sticker) 
and  claim  the  season  ticket*. 

Thus  the  work  to  left  to  the  ticket 
office  workers  who  handle  ticket  dis¬ 
tribution.  The  student  misses  no  clas¬ 
ses.  no  work  and  no  *le*p.  Even-one 
to  happy  Sound  simple?  It  to  if  stu¬ 
dent*  put  pressure  on  the  athletics 
office  and  the  administration  in  order 
to  set  K  in  motion.

Days  of  Huck  Finn  are  over 


High  taxes  don't  mix 
with  American  voters 


Traditionally,  home  to  looked  upon 
as  a  place  of  refuge  from  the  world  — 
a  place  to  find  love  and  safety.  A  place 
to  run  when  the  pressures  of  the 
world  become  too  great 

Sadly,  this  isn't  the  case  for  every¬ 
one.  I -art  year  between  one  and  two 
million  children  and  young  adults  ran 
away  fWm  home  thinking  life  on  the 
street  will  be  a  happier  surrounding 
than  the  one  they  left  behind. 

Even  before  the  daya  of  Huck¬ 
leberry  Finn,  teens  have  been  run¬ 
ning  away  from  home.  But  most  don't 
find  life  a*  exciting  and  easy  as  Iluck. 
To  most  runaways  independence  soon 
turns  into  a  nightmare  of  trying  to 
survive. 

“Moat  run  away  because  there  to  a 
deep  conflict  at  home  tliat  they  just 
can't  solve."  said  Marjan  Martin,  so¬ 
cial  worker  for  Provo  School  District. 
The  youths  may  not  be  able  to  get 
along  with  parenta  or  they  may  have 
had  a  traumatic  experience  in  their 
family,  such  as  divorce,  eelings  of 
having  no  friend*  or  of  nonacceptance 
can  spur  teens  to  leave  home. 

Martin  sskI  90  percent  of  the  run¬ 
aways  she  sees  arr  abased  children, 
either  physically,  psychologically  or 
sexually.  The  American  Humane 
Association  reported  there  were 
788.844  official  reports  of  child  mal¬ 
treatment  in  1980.  involving  an  esti¬ 
mated  1.2  million  children  —  a  91  per¬ 
cent  increase  over  1976  figures.  And 
these  are  only  the  reported  casea. 

Of  these  figures,  seven  percent,  or 
84.000  youngster*  were  sexually 
abused. 

According  u»  Dr.  Ann  H.  Cohn,  the 
National  Committee  fee  the  Preven¬ 
tion  of  Child  Abuse  executive  direc¬ 
tor.  90  percent  of  teen-age  prosti¬ 
tutes.  mostly  runaways,  claim  to  have 
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been  sexually  abused. 

More  recognition  of  the  runaway 
program  to  desperately  needed  be¬ 
cause  the  tension  and  pressure  of  liv¬ 
ing  in  today's  fast-paced  life  are  only 
going  to  make  conditions  for  some 
children  worse.  Not  only  are  these 
youth  currently  the  culprita  behind 
many  crimes  but  they  will  be  someday 
be  the  ones  most  likely  to  abuse  their 
own  children. 

The  number  of  "throwaway"  cltil- 
dren  to  also  increasing.  According  to 
Robbie  Calloway,  the  executive 
director  of  National  Youth  Work 
Alliance  in  Waihington  D.C.,  W  per- 
cent  of  the  one  million  runaway  chil¬ 
dren  each  year  were  “basically  told  by 
parent*  to  ’get  lost.’  " 

Responding  to  anyone  exhibiting 
kindness  and  offering  shelter,  young 
runaways  are  especially  vulnerable  to 
those  who  would  take  advantage  of 
them  —  to  pimps  and  criminals  who 
prey  on  the  frightened,  desperate 
youths. 

“I  can  lake  you  to  Times  Square 
.  .  .  and  I  can  »how  you  children  10, 
nine.  1 1  year*  of  age.  hoy*  and  girl*, 
selling  their  bodies."  Dotson  Rader 
told  the  House  Human  Resources 
Subcommittee  last  year.  “They  are 
picked  up  by  pimps." 

Larry  Broadhurst.  Lo#  Angeles 
police  detective,  still  shudders  over 
one  young  victim  from  two  years  ago. 
“She  was  a  real  good-looking  blond 
girl,"  he  recalls.  “A  pimp  approached 
her  to  work  for  him.  and  she  refused. 
Told  him  she  didn't  want  to  have  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  his  business 

-The  pimp  didn't  give  up;  he  fol¬ 
lowed  her  and  pounded  on  her  motel 
door.  When  she  opened  it.  this  guy 
Just  stuck  a  knife  right  through  her 
head."

The  runaway  problem  is  not  an 
easy  one  to  solve.  The  ultimate  solu¬ 
tion  would  be  a  change  in  the  home, 
but  th»t  can  t  be  easily  formulated 
and  instituted. 

As  of  yet.  the  moat  successful  prog¬ 
ram#  involve  center#  and  halfway 
houses  where  teens  can  come  and  find 
a  place  of  refuge  and  help.  Both  Provo 
and  Sail  Lake  have  such  a  facility. 

Berkman  explained  employees  at 
the  center  reassure  th*  teen  they  will 
help  and  listen  to  him.  They  allow  him 
to  stay  at  the  center  while  they  con¬ 
tact  hto  parents  and  arrange  counsel¬ 
ing  sessions  *o  try  arvl  get  the  teen 

back  into  the  home  If  it  to  feasible. 
Provo  and  Orem  follow  a  similiar  pro¬ 
cedure. 

Berkman  said  the  Salt  Lake  Center 
has  had  amazing  succeas.  Last  year, 
93  percent  of  all  runaways  were  suc¬ 
cessfully  returned  home. 

The  first  such  program  to  help  run¬ 
aways  opened  in  196H  in  San  Francis¬ 
co.  There  are  now  over  350  runaway 
shelter*  nationwide  thit  provide  shel¬ 
ter  and  counseling.  Job  training  and 
other  w-rvkes. 

The  National  Program  for  Run¬ 
away  and  Homeless  Youth  is  the  only 
federal  program  net  up  to  aid  run¬ 
aways.  It  to  run  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services. 

In  Fiscal  Yew,  1981.  the  fort  year 
statistics  are  available,  the  bureau 
funded  166  runaway  center*  aeroaa 
the  country  and  helped  more  than 
133.000  drop-in  runaways. 

Yet  ihe  actual  number  of  runaways 
served  in  these  houses  to  less  than  10 
percent  of  the  total. 

Though  Utah  should  be  com¬ 
mended  for  recognizing  and  extend¬ 
ing  community  support  to  runaway 
program*,  such  support  and  under¬ 
standing  aren’t  nationwide. 

President  Reagan  has  asked  for 
cut*  in  the  funding  to  runaway  prog¬ 
rams.  Already  there  to  not  enough  lo 
deal  effectively  with  the  situation. 
The  problem  is  not  or.c  that  the  pri¬ 
vate  sector  will  be  able  to  solve  com¬ 
pletely.  Most  of  the  funding  will  have 
to  come  from  the  government. 

The  private  sector  can  help,  howev¬ 
er.  by  donating  money  and  time  to  the 
runaway  centers  and  also  by  provid¬ 
ing  foster  homes  for  those  teens  who 
are  not  able  lo  move  back  in  with  their 
families. 

The  life  of  a  youth  to  often  difficult 
As  June  Bucy,  the  program  director 
for  The  Notional  Network  of  Run¬ 
away  and  Youth  Service*  said.  “Peo¬ 
ple  think  these  kids  g*t  the  notion  to 
go  to  New  York  City  and  have  fun. 
That'a  just  not  the  case.  These  are 
very  depressed  kids  who  leave  for  a 
while  until  they  feel  good  enough  to 
go  back  home." 

It  Is  the  responsibility  of  all  to  aid 
these  children  so  they  will  be  able  to 
go  back  home.
